in the reſolution of that particular buſineſs which he 
hath occaſion to enquire ot 

There arte many men whoſe natural parts 


| would extremely improve and grow very enigent, 


if they had but the knowledge and help of ſuch 
Authors, as are moſt ſut:able to their genins and 
emp| ime nt, whereas on the other ſide their abi- 
lities are much damped and kept low , whilelt 
they are confines only to a ſcant ll choſen Li- 
brary, 


There is as much Art and benefit in the righ:

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choice of ſome books with which we ſhould be molt 
familiar, as there is in the eleAion of other friends 
or acquaintance, with whom we may molt profi- 
rably converſe. 

And this knowl:dge of Books, as it is in 1t ſelf 
a very ſpecions part of learning, making oftentimes 
more pompous ſhew then the knowledge of things, 
ſois it likewiſe of very great uſe and advantage :| 
For the attaining of this, the moſt proper effeQual 
way is, by our own ſtudy and experience in the 
works of ſeveral Authors ; But becauſe that is a 
buſineſs of viſt i-duſtry and much time, ſcarce 
conſiſtent with the frequent returns of publike ſer- 
vice required of a conſtant Preacher, unleſs he be 
beforehand qualified for this by his education and 
leiſure at the Univerſity , therefore there is ano- 
ther help to expedite our enquiry in this kinde; 
namely, the peruſal of ſuch books as do give 4 
particular account of all Authors, the rt#wes when 
they lived, the works they have publiſhed, with 
the ſeveral ſubje&s they bave inſiſted npon their 
E1440ns, Tranſl itions, Corr uptions, their : eſteem 
ard authority, of which kinde chere are ſeveral 
Writers, bothProteſtants and;Papiſts : Such are theſ

0g Expreſſion , In which there are two things 
conſiderable : 

Phraſe. 

Elocution, 


The phraſe ſhould be plain, full, wholeſome, af- 
feRionate : 

1. It mult be plain and ratural, not being 
darkned with the affeRtation of Scholaſtical 
harſhneſs, or Rhetorica! flouriſhes, Obſcurity 
in the Diſcourſe is an Argument of Ignorance 
in the minde, The preateſt learning is to be ſeen 
in the greateſt plainneſs, The more clearly we 
underſtand any thing our ſelves, the more eafily 
can we expound it to others, When,the notion 
it ſelf is good, the beſt way to ſet it off, isin the 
moſt obvious plain expreſſion, St Pau! does of- 
ten glory in this, that his preaching was ot inwiſ- 
dom of words, or excellensy of ſpeech , not with in- 
ticing words of mans Wiſdom, not as pleaſing men, 
but God, Who trieth the heart. A Miniſter ſhould 
ſpeak as the Oracles of God, 1 Pet.4 11, And itwill 
not become the Majefty of a Divine Ambaſſage 
ro be garniſhed out with flaunting affeRed Elo- 
qzence. How unſuitable is it to the expeRation of 
a hungry Soul, who comes unto this Ordi- 


nance with a defire of ſpiritual comfort -_ in- 
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trution , and there to hear only a Rtarched | 
ſpeech, full of puerile worded Rhetorick > How 
properly may ſuch a deceived hearer take up that

and ndt from his heart. 

2, It muſt be f«u/, wichout empty and needleſs 
'Tautologies , which are to be avoided in every 
ſolid buſineſs, much more in /acred. Our ex- 
preſfions ſhould be ſocloſe, that chey may not be 
obſcure, and ſoplain that they may not ſeem vain 
and tedious. To deliver things in a crude confu. 
ſed manner , without digeſting of them by a previ- 
ous medication, will nauſeate - the hearers, anJ 
is as improper for the edification of mind , ai 
raw meat is for the nouriſhment of the body. 

3. Ic muſt be ſound and wholeſome, not cainted _. _ | 
with any erroneous corrupt DoErine, or the affe- , 4; , ,- 
Ration of novelty. Falſe opinions do many timesTi:. 2, 
inſinuate themſelves by che uſe of ſuſpicious phra- _ 
ſes. And 'tis a dangerous fault, when men can- ah 17.6. 
not content themſelves with rhe wholeſome frm nereporia. 
of ſound words , but do altogether affet new light ,.u,o,.; 
and new language, which may in time deſtroy «;. 
praRical Godlineſs , and the power of Relig\- 
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4. 1c muſt be ffe&ionare and cordial , as pro» 
ceeding from the hearc, and an experimental ac 
quaintance with thoſe truths which we deliver ; 
Quid procedit « corde redit in cor, * Tis a bard mat» 
ter to affet others with what we are not firſt af- 
feted our (. Ives. :Pracipuum ad perſuadendum 
eſt amare quod ſuader: Amanti pettus ipſuns ſug ge- 
rit o-ationis ardorem, Tis ſaid of Fohu the Bap- 
tiſt, that be War 4 burning and ſhining light ; Arr 
dere prins eft , lucere poſterins ; ardiy ments eſt, 
lux detrine. This isto ſpeak inthe evidence and 
demonſtration of the Spirit and Power. There is 
a common relation to this purpoſe of divers learn- 
ed men , who having a preat while with much 
argument and ſtrengeh of reaſon contended 
with another a bout perſwading him to be bapti- 
z*d, he being learned allo, could ſtill evade 
ail their arguments: At length 9 grave pious 
man amor git them, of no. note for learning, 
ſands up and beſpeaks him with ſome downrighc 
affet:onate expreſſions , which wrought ſo effe- | 
Ctually upon the other, that he-preſently ſubmit. : 
rd, yielding this reaſon, Donec -udiebam ras | 
tienes bumanu , humanu rati:nihus vepugnabam , 
ceterum ſimul gtgue audivi Spiviturs l-quentem, 
ee(si Spirirgi, And *tis ſtoried af Funins, before 
his Converhon, that meeting once with a Coun- 
erey-man ashe was in 2 journey, and falling into 
diſcourſe with him abou divers points of Relige 
on, he obſzrved the plain teliow to aik ſo expt- 
rtmentaliy . with 10 much heartineſs and affedtic 
on, as made him tirft bepin co thi-k, that ſure 
there was ſomething more in thoſe truths then 

his 
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his notional humane learning had yer diſcovered , 
which occaſioned his more ſerious enquiry into 
them, and afterwards his Converſion, Such great 
power is there in theſe cordial expreſſions, 

As for the manner of compoling Sermons , it 
will not be convenient for one that is a conſtant 
Preacher, to pen all his diſcourſes, or te tye bim- 
ſelf unto phraſes; when we have the matter and 
notion well digeſted, the expreſlions of it will 
eaſily follow : whereas to be confined unto parti- 
cular words, beſides the great oppreſſion of the me- 
mory, will likewiſe much prejudice the operations 
of the underftanding and affeRions, the judgement 
will be much weakned , and the affections dulled, 
when the memory is overmuch burdened and vexed. 
A man cannot ordinarily be ſo much affeted him- 


- ſelf (and conſequently he cannot ſo eaſily affeR 0- 


thers) with chings that he ſpeaks by rote, as when 
he takes ſome liberty to proſecute a matter accord- 
ing to his more 1mmediate appreheuſions of ir, by 
which many particulars may be ſuggeſted that were 
not before thought of, when he doth expatiate upon 
any ſubje&, according to the workings of his own 
affeRions, and the various alterations rhat may ap- 
ear in the auditory: And then beſides, this li- 
tk will breed a ajpnoiz, ſuch a fitting confi- 
dence as ſhould bein that Orgtor who is to have 
a power over the affeQions of others, of which ſuch 
an one is ſcarce capable of who ſhall ſo ſervilely 
tye himſelf to particular words and expreſſions, 
from which he dares not vary for fear of being

But 
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But a man cannot expect a goood habit of preach. 
ing thus, withour much ſtudy and experience. 
Young beginners ſhould uſe themſelves to a more 
exact and elabora'e way; when a good ſtile and 
expreſſion is firſt learned by penning, it will after. 
wards be more eaſily retained in diſconrling ,

1. Againſt too much raſhneſs and boldneſs conſi- 
der the ſpecial Preſence of God and Angels,:he ſo- 
lemn dignity of thoſe ſacred myRteries with which we 

6. are intruſted , the weighty buſineſs of ſaving ſouls. 
And who can be ſufficient for theſe things ? It was an 
uſual ſaying of Luther, Er þ jam ſenex , & in con- 
cionando exercitus ſum, tamen timed quotier ſupge- 
ſtum conſcend), And he found by experience, that 
when he was moſt diſtruftful of his own preparations, 
th-n were his labours accompanied wich ſome ſpe- 
cial bleſliag and efficacy. And on the other ſide , 
when he was moi confident.then he failed moſt. 

2. Againſt roo much fear ;, Conſider , it does 
nor become ths bulineſs we are abour , we 
ſhould /pe.h the word with boldneſs; Cod has 
promiſed his alliitance 5 that hs frength ſhall 
a?pear in our wakn!ſ5, It does not become = 
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dignity or excellency of our calling , we are the 
Angels, the Ambaſſadors of God, ovriey, his 
fellow-Wworkers, And belides, this timerouſneſs 
in the Speaker will much hinder the efficacy and 
power of the Word on the hearers, In brief, the 
moſt proper manner of elocution is with modeſty 
and gravity , which will beſt ſuit with our calling 
and buſineſs, 

To conclude, The Obſervation of theſe Helps 
and direQions, together with frequent, diligent 
praQtice, will as far (as Art can effet) quickly pro- 
_ a good habic, and by conſequence a faci- 
ty. 
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
